Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-4 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record fails to teach or suggest a semiconductor memory device having ferroelectric 
capacitors connected in parallel with cell transistors. The semiconductor memory device 
comprises a control circuit which controls a semiconductor memory circuit in an 
operation time to raise gate potentials of block selection transistors to be selected from 
a first potential to a second potential to read cell data from the memory cells of the 
selected block selection transistors onto the bit lines, thereafter set the bit lines to a high 
level to write "1 " data into the memory cells regardless of a logic level of data to be 
written, thereafter set the gate potentials of the selected block selection transistors to a 
third potential lower than the second potential and higher than the first potential, set the 
bit line to a low level with "0" data to be written to write "0" data into the memory cells,

and thereafter to lower the gate potentials of the selected block selection transistors to 
the first potential.
